CARNEGIE, the great steel magnate, once said that he 
owed his success in business to his ability to surround 
himself with men who knew more than 


val of be did. There’s a lot of good thought- 
Organization. material in these words for men in busi- 


ness of any kind. Today is the day of» 


gigantic organizations—of so called “big business,” 
no big business was ever built up solely through the 
ideas and efforts of oné man. One man, it is true, 
may have been the originator, the one big impelling 
force behind the whole plan, and yet if he lacks the 
knack of picking equally able men to complete his 
organization he is hopelessly handicapped in the com- 
mercial race. Mr. Carnegie might well have included 
in His success recipe, however, the ability to draw out 
the utmost ability and loyalty from employes by devel- 
oping responsibility and encouraging initiative, for han- 
dling men is»quite as important a task as selecting 
them, 
These same things apply in only slightly lesser 
degree in the small business, and yet a great many 
retail merchants and men in similar lines seem to have 
lost sight of the principle altogether. It is just as 
important, for instance, that a hardware dealer’s clerk 
be efficient as it is that the dealer himself employ busi- 
ness-like methods. The clerks should be more than 
order takers. They should know something of mer- 
chandise and merchandising methods, and should be 
taught to take a loyal interest in the welfare of the 
business. They. should be encouraged to develop ideas 
and to suggest improvements, and should be made to 
realize that whatever advances the interest of the 
store advances their own individual welfare. 
Plenty of retail businesses have money making ideas 
oing to waste simply because they are not encouraged 
show themselves. Don’t forget that it is important 
tc surround yourself with efficient employes, and that 
it is just as important to develop and encourage the 
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highest possible development of that efficiency. To

vocational training idea has come to our notice in 

Philadelphia, where a class in practical 

High Schoo! salesmanship has just been added to the 

For Retail curriculum of the evening high school 

Clerks. for girls at the William Penn High 
School of that city. 

This class is in charge of Miss Erna Grassmueck, 
a teacher in the Philadelphia Normal School, who has 
given a great deal of attention to the theories of sales- 
manship and who, in order to get a practical idea of 
just what sort of education the average sales girl needs 
most, spent two weeks behind the counters of one of 
Philadelphia’s largest department stores, during the 
busy holiday season. Here she was able to make a 
study of the shortcomings of the girl clerks and the 
matters upon which they needed advice and training. 

The classes are held on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday nights of each week from 7:30 to 9:30, 
and store managers in the city are urging their sales 
girls to take advantage of the course. The instruction 
consists in practical lessons in salesmanship, little talks 
on what to cultivate and what to avoid in order to 
attain a pleasing manner and personality, spelling of 
words most often used in the stores—including the 
spelling of items of merchandise, street names, ad- 
dresses and so on, mental arithmetic, of a kind calcu- 
lated to be most useful to a clerk ; and personal hygiene 
talks given on the kinds of clothing that should be 
worn to preserve health and the style of shoes which 
will prevent broken down arches. The manufacture 
of common articles offered: for sale is explained in 
detail and trips are being planned in which the girls 
will be taken through large manufacturing establish- 
ments, so that they may get an idea of the processes 
merchandise undergoes from the raw material to the 
finished product which they handle behind their 
counters. 

This new school is the first of its kind to be estab- 
lished in the state of Pennsylvania, and it is doubtful, 
indeed, if there is another like it in the entire country. 
Yet the need for such educational work is so urgent 
that similar courses might well be established in every 
city of consequence in the United States. 

The need for such training presents three separate 
and distinct angles: The clerk needs it, the store 
needs it and the public needs it. For it is a well known 
fact that the average retail clerk is not living up to 
his or her best opportunities. Too often he or she is 
a mere order taker, who knows little or nothing about 
the goods shown, the processes of manufacture, or 
the superior qualities of various brands. 

As a result of this lack of knowledge, the store loses 
sales, the public must put up with an inferior service 
and, most important of all, perhaps, the clerk loses the 
opportunity for increased ability and consequent ad- 
vancement that would otherwise be open. 

To. date the only attempt that has been made to 
solve the problem has been undertaken by the stores 
themselves, and, while they have accomplished much, 
they are necessarily limited in their influence, since 
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the clerk is apt to think that their training is actuated 
by selfish motives. When the course is made a part 
of a public educational campaign, on the other hand, 
the clerk is more apt to appreciate the unselfish 
motive and seize upon the opportunity to learn with 
greater eagerness. 

Such a course as the one offered in Philadelphia will 
do much to improve the service behind the counters 
and broaden opportunity for the clerk, not to mention 
the benefits in increased health from the pointers on 
personal hygiene that are included in it. 

AMERICAN ARTISAN most heartily indorses the plan 
and recommends that retailers everywhere study it 
with a view to urging its adoption in their own locali- 
ties. It seems to us, moreover, that the scope of the 
plan might well be broadened to include young men 
as well as young women; for, according to our own 
observation, the need is quite as urgent and the pros- 
pective benefits quite as great in one case as in the 
other. 








Twenty years ago the Honorable John W. Griggs, 
a former attorney general of the United States, made 
an address before the New York Cham- 
Social her of Commerce, choosing “Social Dis- 
Discontent - . : ‘ 
Today? content” as his subject. The ideas 
brought forth and the examples of social 
discontent mentioned by the speaker those long years 
ago, are today more applicable even than then. He 
told his hearers that they had seen this great country 
grow into independence; had seen it advance and ex- 
tend along lines of progress and prosperity, until the 
seven wonders of the world, of which we learned 
in our youth, have been lost sight of and forgotten 
in the thousand greater wonders of this industrial 
age. Education is now more than twenty years ago a 
common provision of every state for every child of 
the Republic. Intelligence has increased; reason and 
reasonableness, the ability to take a right view of 
things has become more universal among our people 
than among the people of any other land. All have 
seen the average of comfort and prosperity higher 
among all classes in this ‘country than can be found 
at any other age of the world and any other land upon 
the face of the earth, 

And yet, there are complainings and discontents, 
and there is dissatisfaction, and gloomy minds think 
they see in these evidences and signs that there is 
coming a social revolution, an overturning of our 
system of popular government, and the substitution 
for it of some plan whereby, by legal enactments, all 
the citizens of this Republic can be made comfortable 
and rich without regard to fortune, or ability, or fru- 
gality, or merit. 

In one sense discontent is a good thing. It is the 
opposite of self-satisfaction. It is a good thing to 
appreciate that we have not done our best, and then 
try to do it. It is a good thing to understand that 
we have not made the most of our opportunities. In 
this sense, discontent is the spur of ambition, the in- 
centive to better work, the mountain of progress up 
which, from height to height, civilization has climbed 
till now with shining face she stands still pointing 
upward to heights unknown, 


But there is another kind of discontent, born o{ 
ignorant and jealous envy, that seeks not to rej vir 
its mistakes nor to profit by its failures, not to b: lq 
up, but to tear down. There is in many a sense of 
hopelessness over hopeless misfortune; and with these 
it is more to pity than to blame. But, withal, in these 
discontents there is a menace to the country. They 
afford the opportunity for the demagogue and he 
cheap candidate for public office. All glory to the 
American people. They cannot be fooled all the time, 
nor even some of the time. They are too level-headed, 
too intelligent, too patriotic to be caught by the ap- 
peals of the demagogue and the social revolutionist, 
to the dictates and sentiments of envy, hatred and 
malice.

And in that short sentence you 
The have all the philosophy and all the argu- 
eer ments that have ever been written on the 
subject of thrift boiled down into a 

terse rule applicable to all men and all places. 

The time by your watch tells the time to save, so 
does the time as recorded at any minute of the day by 
any timepiece in the world—for that time is now. 

Sir Thomas Lipton once said: “A young man may 
have many friends, but he will find none so steadfast, 
so constant, so ready to respond to his wants, so cap- 
able of pushing him ahead, as a little leather covered 
book with the name of a bank on its cover. Saving 
is the first great principle of all success. It creates 
independence, it gives a young man standing, it fills 
him with vigor; it stimulates him with the proper 
energy; in fact, ‘it brings to him the best part of any 
success—happiness and contentment.” 

It isn’t the figures on your weekly pay envelope that 
count so much as the figures on your saving account. 
We know a young man who makes but fifteen dollars 
a week, and to our positive knowledge five dollars of 
that fifteen goes into a saving account every week.’ We 
know other men who receive ten thousand-dollar sal- 
aries who, if ill fortune should overtake them tomor- 
row and take away their positions, would be left pen- 
niless. 

You may laugh at a saving of five dollars a week 
and think it too paltry to be worthy of you, but kept 
up steadily year after year, with interest accumulating 
and adding to it, it soon becomes the nebula of a 
fortune. 

A good many years ago Thomas Dennis, captain 
of a Mississippi river freight packet, walked into a ‘1. 
Louis bank and deposited $100. In course of time 
he died, and his son-in-law, James W. Lane, went to 
St. Louis to settle up the captain’s property, At the 
bottom ef an old trunk Lane found the original bank 
book recording the $100 deposit, which Dennis ha‘ 
forgotten. Lane went to the bank and found that tlic 
$100 had grown by compound intérest to $2,465. 

So that even thougii your savings must. be sma’. 
you can readily see that they are well worth settin: 
aside. Whether you are clerk, salesman or merchart. 
the same formula holds true for you—now is the tim’ 
to save. 
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Don’t forget those words of Lipton’s. Saving is the 
first great principle of success. And how could it be 
otherwise? Money making opportunities seldom pre- 
sent themselves without the requirement of an invest- 
ment. How many times in the past have you said to 
yourself, “There is a fine chance for me if I only had 
the money with which to take advantage of it.” 

Why not be prepared for your next chance? Op- 
portunities will continue to seek you out, but you 
needn’t expect any of them to bring a dower. You've 
got to furnish the cash yourself, and the sooner you 
have the cashier make that first entry in your pass 
book, the sooner you will be able to seize an oppor- 
tunity and make good on it. Form the bank-book 
habit now.

The re- 
tailer who wants to win new trade and keep the old 
must combine the diplomacy of an ambassador with 
the “glad hand” of a hotel clerk and act as though a 
purchase’ at his counters meant a favor received 


rather than an accommodation extended.

No businessman’s desk is without a calendar, per- 
haps, but not such a calendar as was described to me 
a short time ago by a hardware dealer. This calendar 
is simply a list of hardware seasons. “Didn’t know 
that hardware seasons were any different than any 
other seasons,” you say. “Thought there were only 
four for all of us: Spring, summer, fall and winter.” 
Well, that’s where you guessed wrong. 

Every wide-awake, alert retailer knows that there 
are stove seasons and skate seasons, paint seasons, 
lamp and lantern seasons, building supply seasons, 
fishing tackle seasons, refrigerator and ice cream 
freezer seasons and almost as many more as there are 
distinct lines. in stock, And that, by the way, ex- 
plains the need of a hardware calendar. 

This merchant tells me that several years ago he be- 
gan noticing at the close of the stove season, for in- 
stance, that he had been handicapped by a late start. 
He hadn’t sorted up early enough nor been prepared 
with good advertising copy and in dozens of other 
ways had failed to get the most out of the seasonable 
elling opportunity. Right then he started his selling 
calendar and it has been in successful use ever since. 
A frequent glance at it reminds him of the approach of 
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a new selling season and as a result he is always ready 
for it and gets a big lead on lagging competitors, 

Stocks are complete—carefully prepared advertising 
copy is all ready to put into type, displays have been 
thought up and everything starts with a rush. Even 
while the rush is on, his calendar reminds him to 
prepare for the next and so he loses no opportunity to 
make sales. It’s a plan that every retailer could make 
use of to advantage. And right now is the time to 
make up the calendar before too many of 1913’s sell- 
ing chances have gone into the discard. 

Edward Bok, editor of The Ladies’ Home Journal, 
although very much in earnest in his chosen work, has 
a vein of dry wit, according to the Atchison, Kansas, 
Globe. A woman lately wrote him, and said she had 
lost three husbands and had an offer of a fourth.

COOKING STOVES AND FUEL IN SYRIA. 








The study of cooking stoves and fuel in Syria is 
made the subject of an interesting article recently by 
U. S. Deputy Consul John D. Whiting, of Jerusalem. 
The inhabitants in the region around Jerusalem are 
divided into three distinct classes: First, the “Bed- 
ouin,” or nomad; second, the “fellah,” or farmer ; and, 
third, the “medany,” or city people. The Bedouin is 
constantly on the move with his tent home of goats’ 
hair, and therefore carries no stove at all. Two or 
three stones serve to raise the copper pot, in which 
all meals are prepared, from the ground, and beneath 
the pot any wood, brush or thistles which are at hand 
serve as fuel, and in the absence of these dried camel’s 
dung is made use of. Their bread is quickly baked 
in thin sheet-like loaves on the upper surface of a 
circular convex utensil of thin sheet iron placed over 
a smoldering fire with the convex side uppermost. 

The “fellah” home, as a rule, is built with one room, 
which serves for all purposes. On one side a fireplace 
is built into the wall, similar to the American old style 
fireplaces, and in this, built of stone plastered with 
clay, is a tripod arrangement to hold the hand-made 
clay cooking pot, which is most generally in vogue 
among this class. Brushwood and thistles are the most 
common fuel. This fireplace is used only in winter, 
a somewhat similar one cut in the court, generally 
under shelter, serving as a summer stove, 

Their bread is baked in a “taboon.” This is a low 
dome about*3o inches in diameter, made of unbaked 
clay mixed with stubble, without a bottom, resting on 
the ground, and with an opening in the top.’ It is 
placed in a small hut upon three or four small stones 
which raise it a couple of inches from the ground. 
The exterior of this dome is banked up with hot ashes 
which are kept continually smoldering, the fuel used 
being dry manure. Inside the dome the floor is strewn 
about 4 inches deep with pebbles. 

In baking, the woman brings a wooden bowl of 
rather thin dough to the “taboon” and takes a small 
piece of the dough, which, being dexterously flung 
from one hand to the other, is thus spread into a loaf 
some IO inches in diameter and three-quarters of an 
inch thick. This is thrown into the oven through the 
opening in the top onto the hot pebbles. When the 
“taboon” floor is quite covered with these loaves, a 
clay cover is placed on the opening, and in a few 
minutes the brown loaves, full of indentations made 
by the pebbles, are taken out thoroughly baked. 

The city people formerly used charcoal entirely for 
cooking purposes. This fuel was used in a small port- 
able stove called “tabakh,” made of unbaked clay 
mixed with fine straw. These are made in shape like 
an ordinary flowerpot. Half-way up inside is a parti- 
tion of the same material, full of holes, which allows 
the ashes to drop into the bottom section that is pro- 
vided with a small opening or door which admits the 
air from below for the draft as well as affording an 


opening for removing the ashes. On the outside o{ 
the “tabakh” are two small ledge handles to enable 
the cook to move it about readily. Similar ones 
somewhat different in shape are made of sheet iron 
and are extensively used. The largest of these 
“tabakhs” are not over 12 inches in diameter and cap- 
able of holding and heating only one copper “tangera” 
or pot at a time. Still, a city woman will serve quite 
a sumptuous dinner of many dishes cooked on four 
or five of these little stoves. 

A woman of this class nevér stands to work if she 
can help it. Her kitchen is not provided with a chim- 
ney, so she starts a fire in the stoves and places them 
in the open court of the house until the fire is well 
started and the charcoal has ceased giving out poison- 
ous fumes, when she moves them into the kitchen, 
places them on the floor in a half circle around her, 
and, either sitting on her heels or on a low block or 
stool, or cross-legged on a cushion, prepares the meal. 
A round board some 20 inches in diameter and raised 
from the ground a few inches serves as a kitchen 
table. 

The bread is home-made, but baked in public ovens. 
The domes of these public ovens are built of a species 
of soft fireproof limestone, with a floor of. neatly 
matched blocks of a harder kindof limestone. The 
fire is made of scrub-oak roots, olive wood, or thistles, 
and is kept burning at one side while the remainder of 
the floor is utilized for small loaves of bread and trays 
of savory dishes. The baker lights up the oven, to 
hote the progress of baking, by throwing in from time 
to time a small handful of crushed olive seeds, which 
are the residue after making the olive oil. 


While in the larger cities the natives have, to a 
marked extent, copied foreign methods in many ways, 
and while European families use wood and coal ranges, 
the native women have continued, until only a few 
years back, the use of the primitive charcoal’ stove. 
In the last 10 years the small petroleum ‘stoves, which 
generate the gas they consume by an air pump forcing 
the oil through a pipe which is continuously heated by 
the flame thus produced, have become almost as com- 
non as their primitive predecessors. 


This change has come about, not by the desire or 
felt need of a better article (the old style is still gen- 
erally preferred), but has been prompted by economic 
considerations. The scarcity caused by constantly up- 
rooting the scrub oak has so raised the price of char- 
coal, and the constant competition for trade has, on 
the other hand, so lessened the price of kerosene oil, 


that the latter is fast becoming the fuel of Palestine. 


This is especially true since American oil has been 
introduced into the market here. 

There are no gas stoves in use such as are fed by 
gas, either natural or manufactured from coal or other 
substances. However, a few “Perfection” stoves. 
made in Cleveland, Ohio, are found here. These cause 
the petroleum to burn with a blue flame. They are 
used by foreigners almost exclusively.

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INDIANA RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS 
CONVENE. 


The fourteenth annual convention and the eighth 
annual exposition of the Indiana Retail .Hardware 
Association was held at Indianapolis from Tuesday 
to Friday, January 28th to 31st, inclusive. 

The convention sessions were held in the assembly 
room of the Claypool Hotel while the exhibits were 
shown in the Tomlinson Hall. The opening of the 
exposition took place Tuesday morning, and from 
then until the last day this feature was a strong draw- 
ing card. Tomlinson Hall was crowded throughout 
the convention with dealers interested in the edug¢a- 
tional exhibits. Wednesday evening the general pub- 
lic was admitted and an admission fee of twenty-five 
cents charged. 

The convention program came off pretty much as 
announced and was marked by crisp, practical ad- 
dresses and talks which for the most part had to do 
with better business methods. 


The principal features of Tuesday’s session were 
the address of President W. J. Von Behren, and a 
chalk talk, “Knowing vs. Guessing,” by Curtis M. 
Johnson of Rush City, Minnesota. President-Von 
Behren called attention to Indianapolis as the logical 
permanent meeting place for the annual conventions 
of the National Hardware Association. The Indiana 
Retailers will send a large delegation to the National 
Converition at Jacksonville, Florida, in March, and 
together with the Indianapolis Chamber of Commerce 
expect to make a strong bid for the 1914 meeting. 


Curtis M. Johnson in his lecture which he illustrated 
with blackboard crayon sketches said that the average 
cost of doing business in the retail hardware line is 
17 per cent and urged that this percentage of the sell- 
ing price be added to the invoice price of goods in 
stock so that both dealer and clerks would fully real- 
ize the cost of the merchandise. 


A general discussion followed in which certain leg- 
islative steps were urged by Archie Bogue, secretary 
of the Retail Business Men’s Association of Indiana. 
Among the laws he favored were a garnishee law, an 
honest advertising law and a trading stamp law com- 
pelling firm issuing such stamps to redeem them at 
the value given in the premium lists. L. H. Lewis, 
secretary of the Indianapolis Chamber of Commerce, 
urged further efforts to secure the National Conven- 
tion, 

The first. step towards election was taken by the 
appointment of the nominating committee consisting 
of the following members: Herman Bahls, Lafayette ; 
M. L. Lewis, Marion; Christian Albrandt, Seymour; 
A. Reichenbach, Huntington; T. L. McCarthy, Ft. 
Branch, 

Forenoons and evenings were given over entirely to 
hardware exhibits and the hall was crowded every 
noment. In the afternoon a closed session of the 
convention was held at the Claypool Hotel at which 
the usual reports were given. An address on “Price” 
’ Henry F. Krueger of Neenah, Indiana, was the 

rincipal feature of the program. A question box 
‘ollowed during which the parcel post came in for 
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the lion’s share of attention. A revision of the law 
was urged by H. C. Heldt, Oakland City. 

“At the Thursday closed session several addresses 
were given. An address by Milo J. Thomas, Corunna, 
first vice president, who later in the day was elected 
as president, was intently listened to. His address 
follows: , 


Address of President Elect Thomas. 


Mr. President and Brother Hardware Dealers: The 
subject assigned me of “How to Conduct a Successful Credit 
Business” is a very comprehensive subject, one met with 
many difficulties. First, we have men in business without 
any business training, that have no idea of the pitfalls that 
beset the way. They sell goods without any assurance of 
when they are to receive their pay. “Just charge it” is a 
threadbare statement. Many a merchant has his books 
filled with these conditional accounts. 

Banks do the largest credit business in our land. Suppose 
a bank did a credit business as merchants do, what would 
be the result? When you ask for an accommodation or a 
loan at a bank, you are asked how long a time you want, and 
get your accommodation according to the terms agreed upon. 


Many men in business have no understanding when book 
accounts are to be paid, notice I say “men in business” 
because business men would not do that, but we become only 
men in business when we lose sight of the essential thing. 
“To have sufficient ready money to discount our bills,” better 
have the money in the bank at our command than on book 
accounts. We, as retail merchants, have to take off our 
hats to the mail order houses; they have a safe system, 
money in advance, or a thorough understanding when the bill 
is to be paid. 

To do a credit business you must be a good collector and 
the more careless you are in extending credit the better 
collector you must be. If you can not run your own business 
you had better stay out of business, because it will onlv be a 
matter of time when you will reap the reward of letting the 
trade run your business. 

Mr. McConnell, who will follow me and will tell you 
how he conducts a successful cash business, will tell you that 
he runs his business himself and dictates the terms. 

MAKING DEFINITE TERMS OF CREDIT. 

The terms we have will not suit conditions with all 
merchants. We deal mostly with the farming trade who do 
not have monthly pay days. Our terms, printed upon our 
sales slips and statements, are not to exceed sixty days 
unless otherwise arranged for at time of purchase. Some of 
you will say that is too long a time, possibly your conditions 
differ from ours. You may be in a manufacturing town 
where pay days come every two weeks, that is all the better 
for you. 

The main theme in this subject is to make terms on all 
sales that your customers may know when they should pay 
and then require it. 

A question: When have you a legal right to make a 
demand for an open book account when you are doing a slip- 
shod credit business without any terms? When our cus- 
tomers require more time than our regular terms we take a 
note bearing interest or not as agreed upon. 

We have been conducting a credit business for the past 
twenty-five years in our little town and lost more the first 
ten years than we have the last fifteen. We are not afraid 
to say “No” if conditions do not suit us, just.as the banker 
would. So must you, Brother Hardware Dealer, if you don’t 
want your business wrecked and strewn upon the shoals of 
misfortune. You must be at the head and dictate the terms 
of your business. Many a time have we made sales when 
goods and prices were satisfactory and the customer would 
ask to have them charged, when we have bolted and got the 
cash even when we have offered to take their note with 
interest. 

WHAT TO AVOID TO BUILD UP CONFIDENCE. 

The time is here and has been here when merchants must 
do business as business men do or quit in disgust. 

Therefore, to be successful in conducting a credit busi- 
ness, you will have to have credit terms and make them as 
short as conditions will allow. Close all deals on special 
terms by note, make your own promises good with the trade 
at any cost; avoid guaranteeing goods to do better work or 
to last longer than can be reasonably expected, so that the 
trade will have implicit confidence in you as their dealer and 
so that you can make settlement as the deals are made.

HOW TO KEEP TAB ON MATERIAL. 





C. Bragg, Toronto, has a simple, yet effective, way 
of looking after the material used on his many heating 
jobs. If he has a contract to install the heating system 
in two, three or four houses in one section, he orders 
all his supplies from one house, and if, in the mean- 
time, he secures other contracts in other parts of the 
city, he orders from a different house. Before starting 
the work, he sits down and makes out a list of all the 
material that will be required: for the jobs, and sends 
in an order to the one house. “By doing this,” said 
Mr. Bragg, “I know just exactly what a job costs 
me for material. It is an easy matter to keep track 
of the time my men spend of the job, so all that has 
to be done is to add these two together and I have 
what the whole work cost me. Then I send my bill, 
with, of course, the profit I am entitled to, added on. 

“If I was to buy a little here and a little there, just 
‘to accommodate them,’ as the wholesale houses say, 
I would have a fine job keeping track of the matefial 
used on a job. By the method I use, all I have to do is 
to see where the goods went to and charge them up 
to the job. Some people order from four or five 
houses, and when the time comes for making out the 
bill, they are forced to gather their men together and 
ask, ‘Where did this stuff go to, where was it used?’ 
and others of a like nature. If they did the same as I 
do, they would know just as soon as they saw the sup- 
ply house pill where the stuff was used. 

“Then, too, such a method prevents petty thieving 
on the part of the men. With all due respect to the 
trade, I must say that there are some fellows in it who 
are not adverse to picking up a small thing here and 
there and appropriating it to their own use. 

“Shortly before I started my present system, I re- 
ceived a bill for $132 for goods supplied me. The bill 
did not state to where the stuff was delivered, and as 
I did not remember getting the stuff for any of my 
work, naturally I kicked against paying it. I went 
to the wholesale house and asked them about the bill, 
where the goods had been sent, etc. They were as 
much at sea as I, so I told them I would trace it and 
would not pay them till I found out where the goods 
had gone, if it took me a dozen years. I went thor- 
oughly into all the jobs I had done since the stuff was 
alleged to have been sent on my order, and after much 
work found out that I had received them. That caused 
the change in my methods, and I have had no trouble 
since.” Canadian Hardware, Stove and Paint Journal.

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WHY THE WHOLESALER IS A FIXTURE. 


BY F. L. BRITTAIN. 


The following interesting article, while it does not 
deal with the hardware trade in any manner, its story 
as told affects the retailers and is quite apropos. 
AMERICAN ARTISAN reproduces this article from the 
December, 1912, issue of Advertising and Selling, 
hoping it will be of interest to its readers. It fol- 
lows: 


Look over your completed stock sheets carefully, study 
out where you have made mistakes and “go to it” in 1913 
with renewed vigor and a resolve to profit by the errors you 
made in 1912. E 

Futile have been the attempts to do away with the whole- 
saler ; in most cases he sits tight while the manufacturer rocks 
the boat. There is just as much danger in a capsize for one 
as for the other. 

The wholesaler is a fixture—he belongs in the scheme of 
trade. A few manufacturers have been able to deal with the 
dealer and a few have eliminated the wholesaler, jobber and 
dealer and have gone directly to the consumer. 

The manufacturer believes the jobber should put all his 
energy into distributing the maker’s goods; that he should 
create a market where none exists; that competing, and lines 
akin, should not be handled—if so, never mentioned. The 
jobber thinks he should handle all the lines he cares to and 
in the way he cares to. The jobber believes he can ill afford 
to make a reputation for, or tie himself to, any line. 

Both are wrong and both are right. But there will never 
be any permanent split. There will be wrangles and scraps, 
the pendulum of the manufacturer will swing out and far 
from the jobber but finally reach its farthest point and come 
back. It is to the interest of each to work together and not 
many business men are willing to suffer a great loss rather 
than yield a minor point or two. 


A FIXTURE AND A FACTOR. 


This article does not have to do with the rights of the 
wholesaler or manufacturer—its purpose is to show why the 
manufacturer cannot do without the jobber and why the 
jobber must ever remain a fixture and a powerful factor in 
the world of business. All too few business men know the 
difference between a manufacturer and wholesaler, for prac- 
tically every wholesaler is in a way a manufacturer and 
almost every manufacturer is a wholesaler. The trouble.all 
comes over the word “jobber”—it is a misnomer and yet it 
must be used throughout to make the article clear to everyone. 

There is a part of our body called the appendix. We 
remove it and live. So far we have found no use for it, and 
if it serves a purpose we do not know it. And yet wise 
nature must have placed it there for a use. Such is the posi- 
tion of some jobbers—they are here for a purpose, but they 
do not make that purpose known; they render but little real 
service, and, like the appendix, to do away with them would 
cause a bit of annoyance and that is all. 3 

Most jobbers, however, are just as necessary to the busi- 
ness body as the heart or lungs to the human body. These 
jobbers have found their work—they are building up vast 
trade sections and are performing the functions no manu- 
facturer could; they are helping to develop business; making 
it safe: saving the small merchants millions in freight and 
express; helping the small store to compete with the large 
ones: giving the final consumer benefits he could not have if 
the jobber was eliminated altogether. 

The jobber has long’ since learned that he cannot hope to 
sell the big retailer all that he buys. But the jobber knows 
that the big retailer must come to him when goods must be 
had quickly. Besides, the big stores are not all the fish in the 
pond. America has perhaps one hundred thousand dealers, 
large and small, in the dry goods and kindred lines alone. 
Dun or Bradstreet cannot keep pace with the opening up of 
cross-road and small-town stores. And yet the wholesaler 
knows them and supplies the things no manufacturer could 

FREQUENT BUYING NECESSARY. 

The successful retailer of today buys with the minute. 
He cannot carry enormous stocks because of fashion’s 
changes. What is good today is tomorrow unsalable. This 
holds true with merchandise as staple as cottons. Even candy 
manufacturers and cake and cracker makers introduce new 
things with rapid frequency. This change of fashion means 
that the retailer must go often to his nearest market. If he 
lives in Nebraska he hasn’t the time to go to New York—he 
goes to Chicago or Kansas City. He fills in stocks—here 
shoes, there fabrics and yonder fiotions. 

The wholesaler is a big, overgrown retailer and conducts 
his business in the same way. He buys what is right when 
it is right and quickly passes it on to the retailer. Like the 
retailer, he gets his profits on rapid turnovers—both keep 
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their capital busy. The retailer is not averse to paying the 
jobber a little profit, and he realizes that there is only one 
person he can turn to in times of merchandise- or money- 
scarcity, and that person is the jobber. The jobber is a bit 
backward about several things and he must correct his worst 
faults. His main fault is that he does not go forward faster 
than the retailer. The retailer is pushing the jobber; leading 
him, in fact; teaching him modern merchandising; teaching 
him what to buy and how to sell. The jobber must educate 
his salesmen—they must help the retailer with advertising 
ideas, sale conduct, style trend, and display of merchandise. 


BIG JOBBING CENTERS. 


Manufacturers of the east do not know the real vastness 
of the western country. There are four wholesale dry goods 
houses in the little city of St. Joseph, Mo., and two of them 
are reputed to be doing over ten million dollars each annually. 
It is also a big market in shoes and hats. In Kansas City are 
two wholesale dry goods houses each rated as doing ten mil- 
lions annually. Kansas City has two big notion houses and 
is one of the country’s big millinery jobbing centers. 

Dallas, Tex., has big wholesale industries. St. Louis is 
not alone a wonderful jobbing center, but its jobbers are 
manufacturers because of the aloofness of manufacturers 
whose lines they would have preferred to wholesale rather 
than manufacture a line to fill another’s place. There is 
scarcely a little city of fifty thousand but has its jobbers, and 
they wouldn’t be there and thriving if they did not fill a niche 
in the business world, and fill it better than the manufacturer. 

Jobbers are not advertisers, although they should be. 
I do not mean national advertisers, for that is the province 
and duty of every manufacturer, Few jobbers employ adver- 
tising men and théy still look upon advertising as something 
apart from their business. A few are coming to see the good 
of publicity. Jobbers are notoriously poor users of trade 
paper space and yet this is where they should spend a greater 
portion of their appropriations. As in all business institutions 
there is some one_of the firm sitting around every whole- 
saler’s office who “looks after the advertising.” This means 
that advertising is given a poor chance to prove its trade 
pulling and business creating power. 

While the jobber does not control many of -hi$ lines, he 
could advertise those he did. As mail orders are vital to 
every wholesaler, he should try to work up an interest in thiS 
part of his business—by a weekly market announcement and 
quick handling of orders this could be done, The greater 
success of the jobber depends upon carrying good open stocks 
and keeping the retailer interested. When mail orders come 
in they must be filled and shippd the same day of possible, as 
time is vital. 

Let those who jauntily predict the passing of the whole- 
saler pause a moment, Look at the way they. have increased. 
Count their present numbers. Think of the thousands of 
merchants whom they supply. Wipe the slate’clean and what 
becomes of the manufacturer? They are all linked—manu- 
facturer, wholesaler, retailer, consumer, Those little pictures 
showing how costs are run up first by the manufacturer, then 
the wholesaler, then the retailer, are all interesting. But they 
prove nothing. The jobber is here because he is needed by the 
manufacturer to distribute his goods; the retailer would close 
in a month without him, the consumer would pay a lot more 
and suffering untold would ensue. You can’t eliminate the 
jobber.

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HOT AIR, HEATING PLANTS. 





BY ARTHUR C, CLAUSEN, ARCHITECT. 
There may come a time when some genius will make 
fame and fortune by inventing a way to heat homes 


and buildings without registers, radiators or other ° 


objectionable features, and without soot, ashes or any 
muss whatever connected with the operation of a heat- 
ing plant. 

In some cities are central heating plants which re- 
move the labor and muss of opérating heaters, espe- 
cially in small cities where the exhaust steam from the 
electric power plant frequently is carried for several 
blocks in all directions for heating purposes. This 
does not, however, remove the objection of radiators 
with their dusty coils, unsightly appearance and the 
sacrifice of wall space. Registers almost are as un- 
sightly. They, too, are inclined to be dusty, although 
this fault can be overcome by care to a considerable 
extent ; and the space taken up for hot air pipes in the 
basement is considerable. It must be admitted, there- 
fore, that every kind of heating plant has some bad 
features, some unsightliness and occasionally involves 
some inconvenience. 

For a large home, such as the palaces of our mil- 
lionaires, steam heat with a vacuum system in con- 
nection is the most practical. For big homes, but 
hardly palatial, hot water is the most practical for the 
reason that hot air will not carry in.a practical man- 
ner except under unusual conditions for a great dis- 
tance. But for the moderate, small-sized home the 
hot air plant is the most practical and when properly 
run the most economical. 

It is a significant fact that among the homes which 


the writer has designed for heating contractors, every - 


one had provided for in the plans and later put in a hot 
air heating plant with a hot water coil for one or two 
combination radiators. There is good reason aside 
from the economical cost of installation, which of 
course is consistent with the construction of a small 
home for the increased advantages of a hot air plant 
over hot water or steam in a small residence. In a 
small home the amount of air inclosed is not consid- 
erable. “The number of people in proportion to the 
cubic feet of air is much greater than in larger homes. 
At the same time there are fewer doors and windows 
round which air can creep, especially in our present 
day when doors and windows are being made to fit 
closer than formerly. The result is that air has a 
greater tendency toward stagnation. 

Air currents are created -by the expansion or con- 
trdction of oxygen. When the oxygen in the air is 
used up in breathing, it has a tendency to stagnate, 
and the heat from an ordinary radiator does not pene- 
trate through it and circulate as it does in a well ven- 
tilated room. With a hot air plant a circulation of the 
air is absolutely necessary, and with every means pro- 
vided to this end it is bound to circulate when prop- 
erly installed, the circulation being forced by the in- 





rush of the warm air and the outgoing of the cool air 
from the floor by what is known as cold air return 
registers. In this way the room is heated up much 
quicker than is possible from steam or hot water, and 
responds more quickly under hand operation or ther- 
mostadt control to sudden changes in temperature. |t 
does not,matter much where hot water or steam plant 
is located in the basement, although it is a little better 
to have it near the north side of the house so that the 
north side radiators receive the first benefits from it. 
But with a hot air heating plant it is very necessary to 
have it near the center of the house. It should never 
be located under the south side and if it cannot be 
located in the center, then it should be under the north 
side as near center as possible. 


A few years ago it was the custem to provide a 
separate register for each room, each register having 
a separate pipe leading to the furnace. Modern engi- 
neering practice, however, has discovered that it is 
more practical to have as few pipes out of the furnace 
as needed, these to be of good size and as many regis- 
ters placed on one pipe as possible, placing the regis- 
ters between rooms with fan spreaders hanging down 
inside so arranged that the air can be divided to go 
all into one room or the other or both, and still per- 
mit a sufficient part to go to the second floor to heat 
one or two rooms there. When the rooms are openly 
connected one or two large, cold air returns on the 
first floor are sufficient, but on the second floor there 
should be a cold air return from each room, except 
bathroom. There should not be returns from either 
bathroom or kitchen, for the reason that when the 
cold air returns to the furnace-it mingles together in 
the mixing chamber and comes back heated to all 
rooms. 

The writer has in mind one home of six rooms that 
was satisfactorily heated with but two pipes leading 
from the furnace, yet there were four cold air returns. 
One of the heating pipes furnished sufficient heat for 
dining room, living room and two bedrooms, by means 
of four air spreaders and registers in each room. Th« 
other pipe furnished sufficient heat for kitchen and 
bathroom by means of two spreaders. The four col 
air returns were in the dining room, living room an 
both bedrooms. 


In addition to the cold air return there ought to b: 
a fresh air intake from outdoors with a removab!: 
cloth screen to filter the air, and a sliding damper ca’ 
be controlled by a chain up to the first story. Wh« 
the house seems rather close this damper can be open: 
a little to admit a fresh supply of air to the furna: 
This will distribute itself throughout the entire hou: 
and not cause a cold draught to crawl along the fl 
and injure the health of children, which happens wh 
a door is opened for this purpose. During cold wea' 
er this damper usually is kept closed, but in moder: 
weather it should be open at all times. When the st) 
ply of fresh air is not too great the increased amou 
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oi live air or highly oxygenized air will render it that 
much easier to heat the home, and therefore make no 
extra expense for, fuel, yet increase the health and 
comfort of its occupants. | 

Never put in a tin cased furnace or tin pipes gal- 
vanized. Iron is cheapest in the long run. Always 
have the furnace covered with asbestos cement, two 
coats, with chicken wire fencing between the coats, and 
cover all pipes, especially in partitions, with asbestos 
paper. It saves almost a third of the fuel bill with a 
corresponding increase of heat capacity for rooms. A 
high grade thermostadt is a paying investment. Do 
not crowd your heating man down in his price. He 
sometimes is tempted to take the difference out of the 
plant; and insist on a furnace with a firepot about/six 
inches wider than the average heating man thinks will 
do the work. The proper capacity of your furnace 
and pipes and the proper installation of them have 
more to do with the getting of satisfactory results 
under all conditions than the make of furnace.

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Dk. LEONARD HILL TALKS ON STUFFY 
ROOMS. 





An address of special interest to the heating and 
ventilating engineers was delivered by Dr. Leonard 
Hill, of the London Hospital Medical College, as 
president of the Physiological Section of the British 
Association at Dundee, Scotland. He asked the con- 


sideration of nothing higher than a stuffy room, and 
said: 

Everyone thought that he suffered,in an ill-ventilated room 
owing to some change in the chemical quality of the air. 
The good effects of open-air treatment, sea and mountain 
air were no less generally ascribed to ‘the chemical purity 
of the air. In reality, the health-giving properties were those 
of temperature, light, atmosphere, and, leaving on one side 
those gross chemical impurities which arose in mines and in 
some manufacturing processes, and the question oi bac- 
terial infection, the alterations in chemical composition of 
the air in buildings where people crowded together and 
suffered from the effects of ill-ventilation had nothing to 
do with the causation of these effects. Satisfied with the 
maintenance of a specious standard of chemical purity, the 
public had acquiesced in the elevation of sky-scrapers and 
the sinking of cavernous places of business. Many had thus 
become cave-dwellers, confined for most of their waking 
and sleeping hours in windless places, artificially lit, monot- 
onously warmed. The sun was cut off by the shadow of tall 
buildings and by smoke—the sun, the energizer of the world, 
the giver of all things which brought joy to the heart of 
man, the fitting object of worship of our forefathers. 

ACTIVITY, NOT ARTIFICIAL WARMTH. 


Modern civilization had withdrawn many of us from the 
struggle with the rigours of nature; they sought for and 
mostly obtained the comfort of a full belly and expanded all 
the time in warm atmosphere afforded by clothes, wind-pro- 
tected dwellings and artificial heat—particularly so in the 
winter, when the health of the business man deteriorated. 
Cold was not comfortable, neither was hunger, and therefore 
they ascribed many of their ills to exposure to cold, and 
sought to make themselves strong by what was termed good 
living. The bracing effect of cold was of supreme importance 
to health and happiness. We became soft and flabby and 
less resistant to the attacks of infecting bacteria in the win- 
ter, not because of the cold, but because of our excessive 
precautions to preserve ourselves from cold, and the prime 











cause of “cold” or “chill” was not really exposure to c ld, 
but to the over-heated and confined air of rooms, factories 
and meeting-places. Conditigns of city and factory life 
diminished the physical and nervous energy, and reduced 

many from the vigorous health and perfectness of bodily 
functions which a wild animal possessed to a more secure. 
but poorer and far less happy form of existence. The i||- 
chosen diet, the monotony and sedentary nature of daily 
work, the windless uniformity of atmosphere, above all, the 
neglect of vigorous muscular exercise in the open air and 
exposure to the winds and light of heaven—all these, together 
with the difficulties in the way of living a normal sexual life. 
went to make the pale, undeveloped, neurotic and joyless 
citizen. Nurture in unnatural surroundings, not nature's 
birth-mark, moulded the criminal and wastrel. 

Too much stress could not be put on the importance of 
muscular exercise in regard to health, beauty and happiness. 
Each muscle filled with blood as it relaxed and expelled this 
blood on past the venous valves during contraction. Each 
muscle, together with the venous valves, formed a pump to 
the circulatory system. It was the function of the heart to 
deliver the blood to the capillaries, and the function of the 
muscles—visceral, respiratory and skeletal—to bring it back 
to the heart. The circulation was contrived for a restless 
mobile animal; every vessel was arranged so that muscular 
movement furthered the flow of blood. Exposure to cold, 
cold baths and cold winds had a like effect, eccelerating the 
heart and increasing the heat production, the activity of the 
muscles, the output of energy, the pulmonary ventilation, 
and intake of oxygen and food. 

THE CITY MAN. 

In contrast with the soft, pot-bellied, over-fed city man, 
the hard, wiry fisherman trained to endurance had no super- 
fluity of fat or tissue fluid. His blood volume had a high 
relative value in proportion to the mass of his body. His 
superficial veins were confined between a taut skim and mus- 
cles,. hard as in a racehorse trained to perfection. Thus the 
adequacy of the cutaneous circulation and loss of heat by 
radiation rather than by sweating was assured. He used up 
the oxygen in the arterial blood more completely and with 
greater efficiency; for the output of each unit of energy his 
heart had to circulate much less blood. Owing to the perfect 
co-ordination of his muscles, trained to the work, and the 
efficient action of his skin and cutaneous circulation—th« 
radiator of the body—he performed the work with far greater 
economy and less fatigue. On the other hand, the energetic 
man of business or brain worker was kept by his work in 
a state of nervous tension. He considered alternative lines 
of action, but scarcely moved. He might be intensely ex 
cited, but the natural muscular response did not follow. His 
heart was accelerated and his blood pressure raised, but 
neither muscular movements and accompanying changes of 
posture, nor the respiratory pump, materially aided the circu- 
lation. The activity of his brain demanded a rapid flow of 
blood, and his heart had to do the circulatory work, as he 
sat still or stood at his desk, against the influence of gravity. 
Hence a high blood pressure was maintained for long 
periods at a time by vaso-constriction of the arteries in the 
lower parts of the body and increased action of the heart; 
hence, perhaps, arose those degenerative changes in the cir- 
culatory system which affected some men tireless in their 
mental activity. 

Since his sedentary occupation reduced the metabolism and 
heat production of his body very greatly, the business man 
required a warmer atmosphere to work in. If the atmosphere 
were too warm it reduced his metabolism and pulmonary 
ventilation still further; thus he worked in a vicious circle. 
Exhausting work caused the consumption of certain active 
principles, for example, adrenalin, and the reparation of 
those must be from the food. To acquire certain of the 
rarer principles expended in the manifestation of nervous 
energy more food might have to be eaten by the sedentar) 
worker than could be digested and metabolized. His digestive 
organs lacked the kneading and massage, the rapid circula- 
tion and oxidation of foodstuffs which was given by mus- 
cular exercise’ Hence arose the digestive and metabolic 
ailments so common to brain workers. 

NEED FOR VARYING TEMPERATURES. 

He recently investigated the case of clerks employed 
a great place of business, whose .working hours were from 
9 to 6 on three days, and 7 to-9 on the other three days 
each week, and who, working such overtime, made £1 to ¢- 
a week. These clerks worked in a confined space—30 to °' 
of them in 8,200 cubic feet, lit with 30 electric lamps. 
cramped for room, and overheated in warm summer da)s 
It was not with the chemical purity of the air of such «an 
office that fault was to be found, for fans and large openings 
ensured this sufficiently. These clerks suffered from th: 
long hours of motonous and sedentary occupation, and fro: 
the artificial light, and the windless, overwarm and m 
atmosphere. What was the use of the state spending a n 
lion a year on sanatoria and tuberculin dispensaries, w)«! 
those very conditons of work continued which lessened | 
immunity and increased the infection of the workers? Iso’ 
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tion hospitals, sputum-pots and anti-spitting regulations 
would not stamp out tuberculosis. Such means were like 
shutting the door of a stable when the horse had escaped. 

Flugge had shown that tubercle bacilli were spread by the 
droplets of saliva which were carried out as -an invisible 
spray when they spoke, sang, coughed, sneezed. Sputum- 
pots could not control this. The tuberculin reaction tests 
carried out by Hamburgher:- and Monti in Vienna showed 
that 94 per cent of all children aged 11 to 14 had been 
infected with tubercle. He believed that the conditions of 
exhausting work and amusement in confined and overheated 
atmospheres, together with ill-regulated feeding, determined 
largely whether the infection, which almost none could 
escape, became serious or not. Karl Pearson suggested that 
the death statistics afforded no proof of the utility of sana- 
toria or tuberculin dispensaries, for during the very years 
in which such treatment had been in vogue the fall in the 
mortality from tuberculosis had become less relatively to 
the fall in general mortality. He opined that the race was 
gradually becoming immune to tubercle, and hence the 
declination in the mortality curve was becoming flattened 
out—that nature was paramount as the determinant of Au- 
berculosis, not nurture. From a statistical inquiry into the 
incidence of tuberculosis in husband and wife and parent 
and child, Pearson concluded that exposure to infection, as 
in married couples, was of little importance, while inborn 
immunity, or diathesis, was a chief determinant. 

Admitting the value of his critical inquiries and the im- 
portance of diathesis, he would point out that in the last 
few years the rush and excitement of modern city life had 
increased, together with the confinement of workers to sed- 
entary occupations in artificially lit, warm, windless atmo- 
spheres. The same conditions pertained to places of amuse- 
ment, eating houses, and tube railways. Central heating, gas 
radiators and other contrivances were now displacing the old 
open fire and chimney. The change greatly improved the 
economical consumption of coal and the light and cleanliness 
of the atmosphere. But, in so far as it promoted monoton- 
ous, windless, warm atmospheres, it was wholly against the 
health and vigor of the nation. The open fire and wide 
chimney ensured ventilation, the indrawing of cold outside 
air, streaky air—restless currents at different temperatures, 
which struck the sensory nerves in the skin and prevented 
monotony and weariness of spirit. 

VAPORS AND SUFFRAGETTES. 

The conditions of great cities tended to confine the worker 
in the office all day, and to the heated atmosphere of club, 
cinema show, or music-hall in the evening. The height of 
houses prevented the town dweller from being blown upon 
by the wind, and, missing the exhilarating stimulus of the 
cool, moving air, he repelled the dull uniformity of existence 
by tobacco and by alcohol, or by indulgence in food—e. g., 
sweets, which were everywhere to his hand, and by the 
nervous excitement of business and amusement. He worked, 
ate, and was amused in warm, windless atmospheres, and 
suffered from a feeble circulation, a shallow respifation, a 
disordered digestion, and a Slow rate of metabolism. Many 
of the employments of modern days were detestable in their 
long hours of confinement and monotony. Men were up and 
down Jin a lift all day, and girls in the bloom of youth were 
set down in tobacco stalls in underground stations and their 
health and beauty there faded, while even the blow-flies 
were free to bask in the sun. In factories, the operatives fed 
machines, or, reproduced the same small piece of an article 
day after day. There was no art, no change, no pleasure in 
contrivance and accomplishment. The miner, the fisherman, 
even the sewerman, faced difficulties, changing risks, and 
were developed as men of character and strength. Contrast 
the sailor with the steward on a steamer, the draymen out- 
side with the clerk inside who checked the goods delivered at 
some city office, the butcher and the tailor, the seamstress 
and the market woman, and one saw the enormous difference 
which a confined occupation made. Monotonous sedentary 
employment made for unhappiness because the inherited func- 
tional needs of the human body were neglected, and educa- 
tion—when the outside field of interest was narrowed—in- 
tensified the sensitivity to the bodily conditions. The sensa- 
tions arising within ‘the body—proprioceptive sensations— 
came to have too large a share in consciousness in com- 
parison with exteroceptive. 

Many of the educated daughters of the well-to-do were 
no less confined at home; they were the flotsam and jetsam 
cast up from the tide in which all others struggled for 
existence. Their lives were no less monotonous than the 
sweated seamstress or clerk. They became filled with 
“vapors,” and some sought excitement, not in the cannon’s’ 
mouth, but in breaking windows, playing with fire, and 
iunger strikes. The dull monotony of idle social functions, 
shopping and amusement, no less than that of sedentary 
work and an asexual life, impelled to a simulated struggle— 
* theatrical performance, the parts of which were studied 
‘rom the historical romances of revolution. In this land 
of factories, while the many were confined to mean streets 
and wretched houses; possessing no sufficiency of baths and 
clean clothing, and were ill-fed, they worked all day long, 





not to fashion for themselves better houses and clothing, 
but to make those unnecessaries, such as “the -fluff”’ of 
women’s apparel, and a thousand trifles which relieved the 
monotony of the idle and bemused their own minds. 

ONE CLERK: ONE FAN. 

The widespread belief in the presence of organic poisons 
in the expired air was mainly based on the statements of 
Brown Sequard and D’Arsenval, statements wholly unsub- 
stantiated by the most trustworthy workers in Europe and 
America. These statements had done very great mischief to 
the cause of hygiene, for they led ventilating engineers and 
the public to seek after chemical purity and neglect the 
attainment of adequate coolness and movement of the air. 
The efficiency of workers in mills, mines, tunnels, stokeholds, 
was vastly increased by the provision of a sufficient draught 
of cool and relatively dry air, so as to prevent overtaxing 
of the heat regulating mechanism. The electric fan had 
vastly improved the conditions of the worker in the tropics. 
He would suggest that each clerk should have a fan just 
as much as a lamp on his desk. It would pay the employer 
to supply fans. The suitability of the clothing was of the 
greatest importance, not only to the comfort, but to the effi- 
ciency, of a man as a working machine. On a still day the 
body was confined by the clothes as if by a chamber of 
stagnant air, for the air was enclosed in the meshes of the 
clothes, and the layer in contact with the skin became heated 
to. body temperature and saturated with moisture. Nothing 
should be worn for ornament or smartness which increased 
the difficulty of keeping- down the body temperature. All 
the efforts of the heating and ventilating engineer should 
be directed towards cooling the air in crowded places and 
cooling the bodies of the people by setting the air in motion 
by means of fans. 

They had very great inherent powers of withstanding ex- 
posure to cold. The bodily mechanisms became trained and 
set to maintain the body heat by habitual exposure to open 
air life. The risk lay in overheating our dwellings and over- 
clothing our bodies, so that the mechanisms engaged in 
resisting infection became enfeebled, and no longer able to 
méet the sudden transition from the warm atmosphere of 
our rooms to the chill outside air of winter. The dark and 
gloomy days of winter confined us within doors, and, by 
reducing our activity and exposure to open air, depressed 
the metabolism; the influence of smoke and fog, gloom of 
house and streets, cavernous places of business and dark 
dwellings, intensified the depression. The essentials required 
of any good system of ventilation were (1) movement, cool- 
ness, proper degree of relative moisture of the air; (2) 
reduction of the mass influence of pathogenic bacteria. The 
chemical purity of the air would be adequately ensured by 
attention to the essentials. As the prevention of spray 
(saliva )infection by ventilation was impossible in crowded 
places, it behooved us to maintain our immunity at a high 
level. They might seek to diminish the spray output of 
those infected with colds by teaching them to cough, sneeze 
and talk with a handkerchief held in front of the mouth, 
or to stay at home until the acute stage was past. There 
was nothing more fallacious than the supposition commonly 
held that over-feeding and over-coddling indoors promoted 
health. The two together deranged the natural functions 
of the body. He who sought to save his life would lose it.

SHOP ARRANGEMENT PLAN. 


BY O, W. KOTHE. 

As a general rule, smaller shops need revising even 
more than many of the larger ones, because so much 
must be crowded into them that everything must have 
a place. There are no few shops where a mechanic 
must walk back and forth from one side of the shop 
to the other in order to carry out a certain piece of 
work. The idea in properly arranging the shop equip- 
ment is to place them in such a position and relation 
that you can carry out the ordinary work in one con- 
tinuous operation, and thereby save as much lost 
motion as possible. 

The accompanying drawing shows the shop plan 
on the first floor, where the benches and machines 
have been changed to suit the usual run of work. 
Originally the cutting bench and iron rack was placed 
in a position where the cornice brake is now, and on 
this bench the tin folder was fastened, and on the other 
end the square shears was placed. Since there were 
no windows at the rear in this corner, it was very 
dark, and the workmen could not see to lay out the 
work on the iron, and in addition the tin folder seemed 
to always be in the way for the workman in adjusting 
the sheets on the bench. With ,the old positions the 
workman had to first cut the metal at one end on the 
square shears and then carry it to the other end in 
order to fold its edges, after which it was carried 
over to the former to be rolled, and then to the front 
of the shop, where the stake or railroad iron was 
placed, thus carrying the work back and forth. To 
obviate this lost motion, the cornice brake and the 
cutting bench were exchanged and lights were placed 

over the brake to enable seeing the bending marks on 
dark days. The desk and jobbing bench were kept 
in their old position, but the stake or railroad iron was 
removed from the bench and placed on the rear bench, 
which was first reinforced by placing a 6x6-inch timber 
underneath and cutting a hole in the brick wall a 
short distance in which to insert the other end of the 
stake, thus holding the stake solid for all seaming and 
riveting purposes. In place of mere holes in the 
bench iron, bench plates were placed to hold all stakes

PATTERNS FOR A “Y’”? BRANCH BY THE 
SWEEP METHOD. 








BY O. W. KOTHE, 


Replying to the query of Mr. W. H. Winans, of 
Winchester, Kentucky, for the method of developing 
an ordinary “Y” branch by the sweep method, the 
following will give the idea on how to proceed with 
its development. However, as a general rule, for the 
sake of greater accuracy, these branches are. usually 
laid out by triangulation, and where.the mechanic has 
the proper equipment for laying them out there is very 
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little difference in time between the development of 
the two. As will be seen, each prong of the branch 
is treated as a straight taper joint, but with the miter 
lines cut in on three different sides. 

First draw the horizontal line for the base as 6-g 
equal to the diameter it is to have; next, from its cen- 
ters draw the center lines for the branch to the re- 
quired angle, as shown by d-4’. Then, if an extra 
angle is required extend the line as 4’-4, after which 
the true miter line is determined by placing the com- 
passes in point 4’ and set to any radius—cross center 
lines as at m-n; next enlarge the radius, and use points 
m and n as centers—strike and cross arcs in point (0), 
By drawing a line though 0-4’ you have the true 
miter line, 7’-1’. The line d-a is at right angles to

the stretchout, as shown at the top, by points 1-2-3-4, 
etc., and a-b-c, etc., at the bottom. Through these 
points of intersection trace a free-hand curve, and the 


half pattern is finished. The half pattern for the 
angles is laid out in the usual manner, and so require:

IRON AND STEEL, 

New business in steel is letting up somewhat, but 
the change is regarded as seasonal and is not ex- 
pected to be more than temporary. Specifications 
against contracts are coming in rapidly, and the sales 
for the month will not mark up any noticeable de- 
crease. Prices are holding firmly on all products, 
and most producers are glad to note the slight let-up 
in demand, as most of their output.is contracted for. 
In some quarters the old premiums for prompt ship- 
ments are still being received. No immediate changes 
are looked for. 

Just as soon as the January lull is over it is quite 
possible that the market condition will go back pre- 
cisely where it was two weeks ago. 


COPPER. 

The copper situation still remains very unsatisfac- 
tory to both consumers and producers. The up and 
down unsettled tendency of the market makes it im- 
possible to tell with any degree of certainty what the 
developments of even the next few hours will bring 
forth. A revision of prices to conform with the 
break in the market during the last two weeks has 
just been made by the leading producers. The old 
figures have been lowered about two cents in most 
cases, making a new basis of 1734 cents for copper 
wire, and other prices in proportion. A decided at- 
tempt is being made to keep up domestic prices, and 
a further slight break in the London market late in 
the week did not affect domestic quotations. Elec- 
trolytic copper is held at 16 cents for February and 
March deliveries. The delay in peace proceedings 
still has an unsettling effect upon the market. 

It is thought by many that a general and decided 
concession in prices which would stimulate selling and 
produce a scarcity would be the best thing that could 
happen to the red metal. But producers are obtinate 
and sieze upon the first excuse to boost prices again. 
There is no real reason why copper should not be 
firm and strong, as stastistics show that the produc- 
tion is not abnormally large and the leading buyers 
will soon be in a position where they will practically 
be forced to place contracts. 


TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate situation is strong and firm. Prices 
are holding strongly at the last week’s levels, and 
demand is increasing. It is very early for spring 
business to commence; nevertheless, several tin plate 
manufacturers have reported that they are already 
receiving specifications from salmon packers. Once 
this demand starts, it usually progresses and increases 
rapidly. For that reason a very heavy demand is 
looked for during the month of February. Many of 
the mills are talking an increase in price, as they are 
not satisfied with the present basis, and an advance 


is looked for in the near future. The output of the 
mills is decreasing slightly, although not enough to 
make any material difference in the market. 


TIN. 


During the early part of the week there was a 
decided weakness in the tin market, and the low 
prices of last week were shaded slightly in several 
instances. Later in the week the situation improved, 
and more interest was shown by purchasers in both 
the foreign and domestic market? A disposition to 
await the outcome of the Banka auction was shown 
in some quarters, and no large sales were made; but 
on the whole the position of this metal is thought to 
be firmer than it has been for some little time. The 
statistical position at the beginning of February will 
show but little change in supply. 


SHEETS. 


The slight advance which took place in black and 
galvanized sheets last week is looked upon by some 
as the forerunner of still higher prices. The higher 
prices have not lessened the demand which keeps up 
with unabated vigor. There is said to be very little 
profit in sheets at present prices*on account of the 
high prices which prevail on sheet bars. Some of the 
mills are selling only a few weeks ahead and getting 
premiums for prompt shipments. The mills are run- 
ning close to capacity in spite of the scarcity of raw 
material. The market is very strong and getting 
stronger every day. 





FENCE WIRE, 


The outlook for a very heavy spring business in 
fence wire is good, and it is believed that the rush 
will start rather earlier than usual. A heavy demand 
for galvanized sheets such as are used in the manu- 
facture of this product is noted by the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Company. Specifications agains' 
contracts are coming in more rapidly each day, and 
prices are holding well up to standard. An advance 
of $1 a ton is expected shortly. The same prices 
f. o. b. Chicago prevail: Annealed, $1.73; galvanized, 
$2.13. These are the regular quantity prices. 


BARB WIRE. 


The demand which started last week has grown to 
larger proportions, and is the feature of the bar) 
wire situation. The dullest time of the year for this 
product has passed, and it is, probable that manufac 
turers will be kept busy supplying the demand fron 
now on. Specifications against contracts are comin; 
in in satisfactory volume, and new contracts are being 
placed as well. Prices remain as quoted last week: 
Painted, f. 0. b. Chicago, $1.93; galvanized, $2.33. 
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NAILS. 

(he spring nail demand is assuming satisfactory 
proportions, The demand is particularly good in 
the middle west, and even in the east a fair demand 
js noted, with prices holding up firmly. This is true 
of both the wire and cut varieties. Several carload 
buyers have been specifying freely in the Chicago 
market, and it is expected that the situation will grow 
stronger aS spring advances. Cut nails have been 
advanced $1 to $1.80 a ton, f. o. b. eastern mills. 





SPELTER. 

This metal showed still further weakness this week, 
with a shading in prices in some quarters. Few 
sales have been made, and there is geyeral inactivity. 
Little confidence is manifest, and the market is likely 
to be unsettled for some time. New York prices 
remain at $6.70-and $6.90. 


COKE. 

The first part. of the week there was a very material 
slump in coke, and although the demand picked up 
slightly later on, its position is not nearly so strong 
as it has been during the past few weeks. Blast fur- 
naces are still buying 48-hour coke in small quantities, 
but most of them have covered their requirements for 
the first half and are buying only small tonnages for 
spot delivery. A few new contracts are being placed 
for both 48 and 72-hour grades, but the volume of 
orders is getting smaller every day. The Connells- 
ville ovens still continue to get their old price of 
$3.00 and $3.25 for these grades on new contracts, 
in most cases. The market is unsettled, and a change 
in either direction is not improbable. 


LEAD. 

The lead situation is getting to be an old story. 
Dull and unchanged has described the situation for 
the past three or four weeks. Practically no orders 
of consequence are being booked, and yet prices keep 
well up to the old level. No concessions are being 
made, and nochange is looked for soon. A few 
sales were made in the east on a basis of $4.30, and 
East St. Louis -prices were fifteen cents below that 
figure. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 

The manufacturers of shovels have advanced their 
prices 5 per cent and lists bearing the new prices will 
be out shortly. 

Strap hinges, T hinges and wrought butts, also the 
plated styles have been advanced from 7% to 10 per 
cent. Higher prices of raw materials is given as the 
reason, It is said that prices have been abnormally 
low for some time.

PIG IRON. 

Last week’s shaded prices on southern iron con- 
‘inued through this week, and the market as a whole 
s weak and quiet, with a tendency in some quarters 
io make still further concessions in order to encourage 
uying. -Still these concessions are not general, and 
‘here is no change since last week in quotable prices. 
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Some eastern Pennsylvania furnaces are booking 
orders calling for first quarter deliveries on a basis of 
$17 for Number 2X. Northern Ohio furnaces are 
also making material concessions, as are many fur- 
naces throughout the South. 

It is said, however, that these lower prices are a 
temporary feature, given entirely for the purpose of 
stimulating buying, and for that reason it is thought 
probable that prices will rebound just as soon as the 
larger purchasers get into the market again. Basic 
iron is scarce and the price firm, while the shading on 
Bessemer had an end put to it by a scarcity in spot 
stock. Altogether, no one would be surprised at a 
considerable strengthening of the market within the 
next week or two all along the line.

following report on market conditions for the week ending 
February 1, 1913: 

Consumption is keeping up at a record pace. The real 
feature of the situation is the tremendous amount of pig iron 
that is being turned into finished shapes. The country has 
never seen anything like it before. Everywhere there is a de- 
mand for faster and heavier shipments of pig iron and coke. 
It has been fortunate for the trade that thus far the winter 
has been unprecedentedly mild, for had we had the usual bliz- 
zards and snow blockades they would have meant more trou- 
ble and loss than is the case. 

The market shows no changes one way or the other. 
Without doubt nine-tenths of all the iron which will be used 
during the first half has been bought. The sales that are 
being now made for quick shipment are to concerns that have 
exceeded their requirements. Most of the present demand is 
for delivery over the latter part of the year. There has been 
more activity this week than for any previous week in the 
month. Quite a lot of scattering foundry iron has been sold 
and a heavy tonnage of Basic. There is a large inquiry and 
no one has any cause to complain of the way in which things 


are going.
